But there was no sound or movement in the great crowds that line'd 


the way until that fateful burden, under its colorful, glorious bunting had 
been carried on silent wheels to be lifted to the catafalque in the great stone 
chamber of the capitol rotunda. 
There, in keeping with the simplicity of the man who lay dead, the 


funeral services were of brief, impressive nature. Afterward, in its place of 
honor beneath the dome, the body was to lie until nightfall while thousands 
upon thousands filed past the bier with bent, uncovered heads to bid fare- 
well to the upright, kindly man so soon to leave Washington forever. 


It was a few minutes past 10 o'clock when the great procession o.t 


sorrow 'swung out from the white house gates to begin its pilgrimage up 
the historic avenue where so many other long caravans of grief and re- 
joicing, of regret and of triumph, had preceded it in years gone by. 


High and Ijow Pay Tribute 


Tenderly the president had been carried for the last time from the 


portals of the white house and placed again on the artillery caisson that had 
borne him last night from the funeral train to the east room to lie for a 
few hours amid the flowers that had been placed there In tribute by the 
potentates of the earth aind by the plain people the fallen chieftain loved so 


As the funeral hour approached, the casket was opened so.ttiat near 


relatives and friends might have their last look there in the east room at 
the bier of their beloved dead who lay with a peaceful smile in the repose 
of eternity.

Former President Wilson, himself broken by the cares of the chief 


magistracy, came to the great portico just before the hour of departure to 
take his place in the con.ege at the invitation of President Coolidge. Chief 
Justice Taft. the only other living ex-president, also was waiting when the 
casket, enshrouded in the stars and stripes, like that of other soldiers who 
have made the supreme sacrifice in the service of their country, was lifted 
from its setting of flowers to be borne to its place amid another and per- 
haps a grander array- of floral coloring and fragrance in the rotunda. Presi- 
dent Coolidge, who enters thus with heavy heart upon the duties of the 
highest office of the land, arrived to take his place also just at the hour 
set for the departure. 
As the cortege was forming underneath the shadows of the great trees 


through which many presidents have looked out upon the world, sometimes 
n triumph and many times in sorrow, the bell in St. John's Episcopal church, 
across La Fayet.te Square, known as the church of the presidents, began 
tolling its doleful lament at the passing of a great heart into the galaxy of 
immortals. 


Mrs. Harding Keeps Lonely Vigil 


Only as the procession started did it become known that Mrs. Harding 


had been with the body in the east room for a half hour aione at one o'clock 
this morning. 
She was aloue at times and at other times attended by one 


or two relatives. 
But while officials were gathering at the funeral hour to' 


take UD their places in the cortege she remained in her room, alone with 
her grief. 
Before the casket, as It was carried down the steps walked the two 


ministers selected to officiate later at the funeral in the rotunda. 
They 


walked side by Bide, Dr. A. Fl Anderson, pastor of Mr. Harding's church 
here, and Dr. Shames Shera Montgomery, chaplain of the house of repre- 
sentatives. 
Then came the military and naval aides who had been near to 


the president at all the dramatic moments of his brief, full service as the 
first leader of his people. 
In Pennsylvania avenue the long silence that hitherto had been dis- 


turbed only by the champing of the restless mounts of the troopers was 
broken by strains of Chopin's funeral march,-played-by an army band. 
There was only a brief delay until the last journey of Warren Harding along 
the historic thoroughfare had begun between the dense crowds of humanity 
that made a long aisle of grief from the very gates of the executive mansion 
to the towering capito! a mile away. 


At the same time a bugler came to the portico and sounded shrilly tho 


single note of the soldier's call to attention. 
The cavalry opposite on the 


avenue came to a sharp salute with their blades flushing in the sunlight. 
Then there was a flourish of the drums, just as the guns of Fort. Myer, across 
the silent Potomac, awoke the'echoea with a salute to the departed comrade.' 


Mrs. Harding came down the steps a moment later, heavily veiled, her 


frail figure making a pitiful picture amid the splendor and pomp of the 
great honors to which, by a full measure of devotion, she had helped and 
inspired her husband to achieve. 


Holrl Short Prayer Service 
i 


On one side of heir walked Secretary Christian and on the other Briga- 


dier General Charles E. Sawyer, her lifelong friend in Marian and the presi- 
dent's physician. 
Just before, within the east room, she had stood with 


these same friends and with the new president, the cabinet and members 
of the supreme court at a brief prayer service beside the bier. 


At the end and just before the casket was taken to its martial funeral 


car outside, they had repeated the Lord's Prayer. 


Before the frail woman, fighting to remain calm In the shadow of her 


grief, had entered her car all other members of the funeral party had taken 
their places. She was handed up into the big automobile by Mr. Christian 
and as it started to roll away behind the caisson the cars bearing President 
Coolidge, Chief Justice Taft and former President Wilson followed in turn. 


Army Band Plays Hymn 


The military escort, which had been placed in line of march ahead of 
the funeral caisson, previously had taken station on the avenue, winding 
around as Ear as the south entrance of the treasury.

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be regarded .as most serious, and the punish- 
ment should fit the crime.

Among the penalties which he 
suggests for driving while drunk are confisca- 
tion of the car and revocation of the license. 
Something of the sort seems necessary for the 
protection of human life. We must put a sto,> 
to reckless disregard of the public safety, and 
no penalty within the law is too strong if it 
serves this end.

S THIS is written the American equivalent 
of one mark, at pre-war values, will buy n 


million marks of the current issue. 
By the 


time it is read, unless something stops the ter- 
rific drop of German money, it may buy a mil- 
lion and a half or two million marks. Dis- 
patches say that Germany is doing export busi- 
ness entirely in foreign money—dollars, pounds 
and franc?. 
Xo'nody outside of Germany will 


touch the mark at any price. This collapse of 
the mark is the greatest damage the war in- 
flicted upon Germany. Beside it her repara- 
tions bill is trifling. 
Yet it is worthy of note 


that the debasing of her money was not the 
\vork of the allies, but of Germany herself. 
It 


Ftarted through a policy of insufficient taxa- 
tion, that there might be little revenue for rep- 
arations, and a belief that hy making German 
good? cheap Germany could get the jump on 
the rest of the world in reconstruction. It work- 
ed for a while, but the disastrous results are 
corning hack upon Germany in a crisis many 
t'.rres worse than any distress the policy brought 
to the allied world. 
Germany and the world 


would have been infinitely better off had the 
Germans accepted defeat and made the best of 
it, waiting for time, the inevitable balancer of 
accounts, to expunge- the impossible and unjust 
sections of the Versailles treaty. By scheming 
tr> evade the treaty, Germany made a bad mat- 
ter worse, and cannot escape the responsibility 
for a large share of the subsequent dislocation 
of affairs the world over, to say nothing of th-j 
overwhelming losses which have engult'eu her 
own people. 


Experience Counts 


I 


T IS true that the presidency is a great strain 
upon the man who holds it. It makes enor- 


jnous demands upon his resources of brain and 
body, and in time of crisis may easily demand 
more than he has to give. But it may be doubt- 
ed, nevertheless, if these considerations war- 
rant a constitutional limitation of one term, as 
suggested by Senator 
Cummins. There is 


good reason behind the precedent which usually j 
gives a president a second term in office. 
In 


this, as in any other important position, there 
is no teacher like experience. Most presidents, 
it will he found, must spend much time in get- 
ting acquainted with their jobs, 
in learning 


what they can and cannot do. It is not until 
)at<= in his first term, usually, that a president 
really begins to demonstrate what there is in 
him of capacity and leadership. To limit, the 
president to one term, even a six year term, 
would be to deprive the country of his experi- 
ence when it was at its ripest and best. There 
is an unwritten law that limits presidents to 
two term? of office. 
It is not in the constitu- 


tion, and it may be doubted if there should be 
any limiting provision indelibly written in law. 
For it is at least conceivable that an emergency 
might arise such that only one man would be 
deemed capable of meeting it by the people— 
and if this man had already served one term, 
under the Cummins proposed amendment his 
services would be prohibited no matter how pre- 
eminently he might be the man of the hour. 
Senator Cummins is perhaps too much moved 
by the national tragedy of President Harding's 
death. Of thirty presidents, but six have died 
in office, and of these six only three, or possibly 
two, can be said to have -died from any cause 
traceable to the strains of their office. 


A Hard Job 


•TWENTY thousand cartloads of stones were 


•* picked up and hauled away by J. P. Jakob- 
sson-Elmquist in clearing land for his farm in 
Sweden. So no one objects to his winning this 
year's first prize of the Swedish Agricultural 
Association. We'll call him Jake for short. 


In 1895 he took three acres that no one else 


wanted ; it was such a rock pile. Patiently he 
set to work, digging up the boulders. Finally 
he had the stones all removed and the soil bear- 
ing crops. Gradually, with profits saved from 
his harvests, he bought more rock pile. Now he 
has 80 acres, 10 devoted to crops which support 
him and his family, and 70 acres of forest which 
he planted. 


Jake used his 20,000 cartloads of stones 


to build a beautiful wall around his farm and 
a fine highway along one side. He and his wife 
can take things more easily now, for their nine 
children—whose living was wrested from as 
hopeless-a-looking strip of land as can be found 
almost anywhere — now are assisting in the 
work. 


How many men would have the patience 


and the confidence in their own efforts to at- 
tempt the task undertaken by Jake back in 
1895? His success demonstrates that success is 
largely up to the individual himself, that no 
handicap is too big to be overcome, that man 
can create his own opportunity. The story of 
Jake's life is enough to make some of the rest 
of us ashamed of ourselves when we grumble or 
become discouraged at our lot, though we have 
easy sledding compared with Jake. Will power 
can overcome the lack of opportunity. 


A city man, living a relatively soft exis- 


tence, can't help but marvel at what Jake has 
accomplished. And yet Jake's career is sym- 
bolic of what farmers are doing all over the 
world, especially the pioneers at the outskirts 
of civilization. Respect the farmers, you city 
chaps, for they are the foundation stones of 
civilization and carry a tremendous burden.

ing at half ntaff from the roofs above. 


And all through the massed forma- 


tion of the sister services of which 
this dead civilian was commander-in- 
ohief, were the mourning hands on 
arm or saber hilt, the black streamers 
falling from 
the 
starry flags they 


bore. 


Spoke for the People 


A simple, kindly 
gentleman lay 


dead; yet military honors were his 
right such as no general or admiral 
shall know, for he spoke in life with 
the voice of the whole people, com- 
manding the people's army, the peo- 
ple's navy.
